Iron River, secretary of the as­ 
sociation and chairm an of a spec­ 
ial com m ittee authorized to con­ 
duct the poll. Fischer sent the re­ 
sults of the poll to A ttorney M ich­ 
ael J. Anuta, M enominee, presid­ 
ent of the association, who releas­ 
ed them for publication.

The ballot sent to 75 attorneys 
in the five counties was in three 
parts and Fischer reported replies 
w ere received from 52 of the 75 
contacted by mail.

Weakest Part In Auto 
Is Nut Behind Wheel 
T 
HE automobile m akers and dealers ap­ 
parently are not w orried that people 
w ill stop buying cars because they lack the 
m oney. Looking at national income totals, 
they see nothing but rosy prospects in that 
departm ent. 
B ut a couple of other things do seem to 
be worrying them. 
One is the great in­ 
crease in traffic density which is making 
driving, particularly in and round the larg­ 
e r cities, a painful ordeal. 
A man who has to craw l into town in a 
bum per-to-bum per caravan of cars 
and 
h u n t maybe 15 m inutes for a place to park 
m ay question w hether th at kind of trans­ 
portation is worth w hat it costs. 
His weekend of “fun” often turns out to 
be a worse experience, w ith fancy park­ 
w ays jammed to the guard rails 
as 
he 
fights his way in and out of the city. 
T he other thing is perhaps largely a by­ 
product of this traffic swarm : the highway 
fatality toll. 
Jam es J. Newman, chairm an of the Inter­ 
industry Highway Safety Committee, fore­ 
casts a new high of 40,000 traffic deaths 
fo r 1952. 
H e fears serious im pact on the automo­ 
bile business if this rising fate is not soon 
reversed. 
I t’s a commonplace today that highway 
and street maintenance and new construc­ 
tion are not keeping pace with burgeoning 
traffic and consequent 
expanded 
need. 
Newman noted it is also true that safety 
efforts are falling behind. 
B ut all of us know th e drastic remedies 
required are not im m ediately in sight. We 
w ho already have cars have got to figure 
som e way to adjust to th e present motor­ 
ing chaos. 
Otherwise we stand a good chance of 
w inding up as a digit in th e fatality statis­ 
tics. 
The highway safety experts and many 
self-appointed w orriers have a vast com­ 
pendium of advice to throw out on this 
subject. A lot of it is very sound, and de­ 
serves to be heeded. But this is no place to 
review their counsel. 
W hat it comes down to, really, ie that 
driving in this perilous motoring age is a 
job for a trained man. It is the amateurs, 
th e ones who think of it as a grand lark, 
w ho usually end up on a slab. 
The man who gets behind an automobile 
steering wheel ought to be as skilled, rela­ 
tively, as an airplane pilot. And he ought 
to approach his driving task with the same 
deep respect for hazard, the same awe of 
his responsibility, which the pilot brings to 
his job. 
The pilot knows any slight carelessness, 
any momentary lapse from complete alert­ 
ness, might spell death for him, his crew 
and maybe 50 to 70 passengers. 
A driver’s burdens are not so great; but 
the hazards he faces are more numerous 
and more continuous. 
In their worst year, 1947, all commercial 
airlines suffered 246 fatalities. That’s not 
in th* league with highw ay tolls. 
If a man is not prepared today to handle 
a motor vehicle responsibility, to m aintain 
endless vigilance while at the wheel, 
to 
treat driving as a serious business, he is 
not fit to get behind the wheel. 
Assuming he wants to live to draw his 
social security, he would do better to re­ 
sort to public means of transport. He’ll be 
safer and so will others. 


errors, some of them even ludicrous. For

The furore across the country of 
this appointment was tremendous so Mr. 
Trum an finally named Newbold Morris to 
m ake the inquiry.

own 
Rep. Charles Potter of the 
Michigan lith district has come forward 
w ith a report on the kind of a man New­ 
bold Morris is. Rep. Potter does not say 
th at Morris is a Communist, but he points 
out that Morris has been identified with no 
less than six Com munist-front organiza­ 
tions. 
Is this the kind of leadership the Am er­ 
ican people want in conducting an investi­ 
gation of corruption in our federal govern­ 
m ent? Of course not. 
Come again, Mr. President. The Am er­ 
ican people want and w ill demand a com­ 
plete, unbiased, deep-rooted investigation 
of the affairs of government. They w ant 
to know who the crooks are in high places 
and they want these crooks swept out of 
office quickly. They do not want a w hite­ 
wash.

Merry-Go-Round

WASHINGTON—It has now been four 
years this week since Cardinal M indszenty 
was hauled into a Communist courtroom in 
Budapest and, after being drugged, 
con­ 
fessed to alleged treason. 
Meanwhile 
the 
doctor who was called 
upon to administer the drug, 
Dr. 
Emil 
Wed, is in Washington as Hungarian m in­ 
ister to the United States. His wife, also a 
doctor, had been personal 
physician 
to 
Communist 
Premier 
Rakosi, both being 
among the elite of top Hungarian Commu­ 
nists. 
That was one reason why Dr. W eil was 
chosen to come to the United States where 
the chief job of the Hungarian m inister is 
to build up Communist contacts w ith toe 
several hundred thousand Hungarians in 
this country. 
Despite this, the U. S. government has 
made no move to declare Dr. Weil persona 
non grata and have him removed from the 
United States. 
The reason given to Congressmen Jack 
Dempsy of New Mexico, Wayne Hays of 
Ohio and others who 
have 
complained 
about the Hungarian minister is th at the 
State Department cannot get docum entary 
proof of what happened at the C ardinal’s 
trial. 
Since any Hungarian official who tells 
the truth publicly would be shot immedi­ 
ately, documentary evidence is impossible. 
However, the underground in Hungary is 
well informed and in close 
touch 
with 
Hungarian exiles in the United States. Fur­ 
thermore secrets are not easily kept 
in 
Communist countries. Russians drink heav­ 
ily and talk loudly, especially to their mis­ 
tresses. And the details of Cardinal Minds- 
zenty’s trial are well-known to justify a 
demand that Dr. Weil be returned to Buda­ 
pest—particularly following the highhand­ 
ed extortion of ransom from the four Am­ 
erican fliers grounded in Hungary. 
Senator Alex Wiley of Wisconsin, top 
Republican member of the Foreign Rela­ 
tions Committee, has made vigorous repres­ 
entations that there be early action. 
MORE MILITARY WASTE 
The House Appropriations Subcommittee 
was meeting behind closed doors last week 
to consider the huge defense budget for the 
coming year. Jack Small, chairman of the 
Munitions Board, was the chief 
witness, 
wdth Congressman George Mahon of Texas 
presiding. Here is some of the subsequent 
cross-examination: 
Chairman Mahon: 
“I listened to Drew 
Pearson’s broadcast last night. He said the 
Air Force ordered 800 expensive machine 
tools and finally reduced the order to only 
eight. 
Tell 
me, Mr. Small, is there any 
truth to that statement?” 
Mr. Small: “Yes, as a matter of fact, ifs 
true.” 
Mr. 
Small 
then read a memorandum 
covering the whole subject. It ended with 
the notation that the final decision regard­ 
ing these machine tools had taken place at 
a committee meeting the previous Thurs­ 
day. 
Cong. Sheppard, Calif.: “Well, where in 
the world could Pearson get such a story?” 
Small: “I don't know', sir, but he certain­ 
ly didn’t get it from me.” 
Sheppard: “Who attended those meetings 
on machine tools?” 
Small: 
“Representatives 
of the NPA, 
Munitions Board, Army, Navy and Air­ 
force, and industry.” 
Sheppard: “Oh, so people from both 
inside and outside the government were 
present?” 
Small: “That’s correct.” 
Shippard: 
“Well, Pearson is certainly 
on his toes, to get something like that, that 
took place only four days ago.” 
While the members of the House Appro­ 
priations Subcommittee include some ex­ 
cellent 
and 
hard-working congressmen, 
they did not seem as much interested in 
the waste in ordering machine tools as in 
how the information leaked. 
The cost of these machine tools as order­ 
ed from the Fisher division of Buick was 
approximately one and a half billion dol­ 
lars—a sizable fraction of the budget. This 
type of waste cannot be 
curtailed 
first 
without more skillful and more correlated 
buying by the armed services, and second 
without continuous, careful 
scrutiny 
by 
Congress. 
WORRY FOR IKE 
Worry among the Eisenhower camp-fol­ 
lowers over the conduct of Ike’s campaign 
is why George Allen, one of Ike’s closest 
friends, is flying to Paris to give him a per­ 
sonal report. 
What worries the Eisenhowerites is the 
reported steady progress of Taft forces in 
sewing up delegates. 
Taft’s political m a­ 
chine! y has been built up for years, and 
the men who operate it know almost every 
important GOP leader in every state in 
the union. 
On the other hand. Senator Cabot Lodge, 
the Eisenhower campaign manager, is not 
well-acquainted outside New England, and 
while he made a better showing than Taft’s 
Dace Ingalls at the San Francisco 
pow­ 
wow, a delegate in the hand is worth two 
speeches from the rostrum, and the Eisen­ 
hower boys know it. 
Senator Duft ot Pennsylvania has also 
been working his head off making speech­ 
es, .but there aren t many delegates to show 
for it.

Almost Any Dark Night Now 


Kefauver, Crime Fighter, Equally 
Thorough On Political Campaign

WASHINGTON — (NEA)—One 
cold January night in 1948, Estes 
Kefauver walked half a mile up a 
country lane in Tennessee to see 
a man whose support he particu­ 
larly wanted. 
After he introduced himself as 
a Congressman who was out to be­ 
come a United States Senator, the 
man Kefauver came to see shook 
his hand and declared: 
“Anybody 
who's 
damn 
fool 
enough to come and see me on a 
night like this, I’m for.” 
For Kefauver, 
however, 
the 
January walk was not the act of 
a fool but a measure of thorough­ 
ness. 
When he decided to run for the 
Senate after 
nine years in 
the 
House 
of 
Representatives, 
he 
knew' he was going to have a 
tough 
time. 
Memphis political 
boss Ed Crump was backing an­ 
other candidate. 
Many believed 
Kefauver didn’t have a chance. 
* 
* 
* 
Kefauver announced his can­ 
didacy well in advance to give 
himself 
plenty 
of 
time. 
He 
wanted to campaign in western 
Tennessee for one thing, where 
he was little known. 
And before 
he got through stumping, he had 
visited every one of the state’s 
95 
countries, 
avoiding wherever 
possible the professional political 
bosses. 
It took some time to convince 
Memphis business men that Ke­ 
fauver was the man for the Senate 
despite the fact that as a repre­ 
sentative he had voted against the 
Taft-Hartley Act. But they finally 
came around, just as 
Kefauver 
now hopes 
the 
Democrats will 
come around at the Presidential 
convention in July. 
Kefauver wron his race for the 
Senate. He gives a lot of the credit 
to political amateurs—the League 
of Women Voters, labor unions, 


young people. 
Kefauver himself 
was not exactly an amateur, how­ 
ever. 
He began 
his 
Congressional 
career 
in 1939 when he was elect­ 
ed to the House of Representatives 
from Tennessee’s third district. 
• 
* 
* 
His principal achievements dur­ 
ing the following nine years in 
the House were in government 
reorganization and in sponsorship 
of the Atlantic Union idea for a 
federation of European States. 
He co-authored a book, “20th 
Century 
Congress,” 
which 
set 
forth most of his views on increas­ 
ing governmental efficiency. 
Other measures in 
which 
he 
took active interest included pro­ 
motion of the Tennessee Valley 
Authority, support of small busi­ 
ness, strengthening the anti-trust 
laws, and veterans’ legislation. 
In 
1946 a national magazine 
named him one of the IO out­ 
standing members of the House.

As 
a 
campaigner, 
Kefauver 
makes the most of his political 
forte—a man-to-man, hand-shak­ 
ing relationship with the voters. 
When he goes into a town, he 
visits the dime store, the public 
square, and the principal street, 
always introducing himself 
and 
shaking hands. 
► 
Kefauver was catapulted into 
national 
prominence, of course, 
by his crime investigation wdth 
its sensational coast-to-coast tele­ 
vision accompaniment. 
But he still is not a man to cap­ 
ture a large 
audience 
by 
the 
spoken word and personal mag­ 
netism. 
His ability as a public 
speaker has improved greatly in 
the last year or two, but he still 
is no orator. His approach, rather, 
is to reason things out with his 
audiences, and they seem to re­ 
act to him as a clear thinker. 
Kefauver is at his best among 
plain people and average voters 


He demonstrated this in the Con­ 
gressional recess when he visited 
every one of the 95 counties in 
Tennessee, to report to his con­ 
stituents. 
He had 
promised to 
come back and report, so here he 
was. 
*

He would give his views on war 
and peace, taxes 
and 
inflation, 
morals in government, the A t­ 
lantic Union. Then he would ask 
if there were any disagreements 
with his views, or any questions? 
W hat did he think about send­ 
ing an ambassador to the Vari­ 
ant 
He was not in favor of it, 
but since so much of the old world 
was Catholic, 
he 
thought 
that 
some other way should be found 
to have the President represented 
there. 
He 
explained 
why 
he 
thought this necessary, reasoning 
with his audience, trying to per­ 
suade them, but satisfying them 
anyway. 
Socialized 
medicine? 
He 
was 
against it. 
On civil rights he believes the 
anti-lynching law should be left 
to the states. But he opposes the 
poll tax, he is against Senate fili­ 
busters, and he introduced legis­ 
lation to give home rule to the 
District of Columbia. 
He is for 
federal aid to education. 
He favors creation of a perm ­ 
anent federal crime commission, 
with authority to look into gov­ 
ernmental irregularities. 
He also 
backs Illinois Sen. Paul Douglas’ 
plan for a commission on ethics 
in government. But he is against 
putting a tax on gambling profits, 
as that would tend 
to 
legalize 
crime. 
•

• 
Kefauver dropped the chair­ 
manship of his Crime 
Investiga­ 
ting Committee to devote more 
attention to foreign affairs. In this 
field, too, he has very decided 
opinions. 
"Korea is not M acArthur’s war 
and it is not a U.S. war,” he once 
said. “It is free men everywhere 
saying to Joseph 
Stalin, 
“Thou 
shalt not trespass again.’ ” 
But if the present peace nego­ 
tiations 
break 
down, 
Kefauver 
believes UN strategy may have 
to be revised, with the bombing 
of M anchurian bases advisable. 
Kefauver has defended Secre­ 
tary of State Acheson and sup­ 
ported the 
Democratic 
adm inis­ 
tration foreign policy. But he has 
criticized 
the 
North 
Atlantic 
Treaty Organization as being too 
weak and unsuited for swift and 
united action to back up General 
Eisenhower. 
Kefauver 
wants 
a 
trans-A t­ 
lantic federal union of democ­ 
racies. 
That is perhaps his num ­ 
ber one goal. 


Good Evening...

THE HIDDEN CACHE—While excava­ 
tion work was being done on the House of 
Ludington^ new wine cellar 
and 
glass 
room, workmen came upon a hidden cache 
of old newspapers and articles dating back 
to August 23, 1874. 
Two newspapers, in almost perfect con­ 
dition, were found by the workmen. One is 
the Republican Banner of Nashville, Tenn., 
and the other is the Dubuque Daily Times 
of Dubuque, Iowa. 
In that year of 1874 toe House of Lud­ 
ington was already a popular hostelry in 
the budding city of Escanaba, a commu­ 
nity settled only ten years before. 
What 
were 
the hotel guests of 1874 
talking about over their coffee? W hat was 
the news? Suppose we take a look at the 
old newspapers and find out.

GENERAL CUSTER — For one thing, 
they were talking about General Custer’s 
battle against the Indians in North Dakota, 
where the general was encamped w ith an 
expeditionary force at Bear Butte. 
Custer WM reporting back from the 
“wilderness” that lie was encountering 
few hostile Indians, 
but that he had 
found plenty of game, the country was 
fertile and among the finest in America 
—and that he had discovered gold and 
silver. 
The gold and silver discoveries 
created headlines. 
Two years later Custer was to mad 
his 
famous Last Stand in the Battle of th e Lit­ 
tle Big Horn, he and his men to die, and 
the Sioux Indians to be thereafter 
“put 
down” in one of the bloodiest revenge cam­ 
paigns in the history of America. 
*

THE WICKED CITY—To the rest of the 
nation, New York City in 1874 was a wick­ 
ed city indeed. 
The newspaper of 1874 under the head­ 
ing “Prurient Gotham” reports a scandal­ 
ous portion of testimony offered by 
Mr. 
Tilton, not otherwise identified. 
Tilton's information was given before 
an Investigating Committee, but W’ho or 
what was being investigated appeared 
unimportant. It was Tilton’s scandalous 
testimony that received most attention. 
Apparently the defendants in the tale- 
telling were Henry 
Ward 
Beecher 
and 
Susan B. Anthony, both identified with the 
liberal thinking of their period. Tilton’s ir­ 
responsible statements smacks of the pres­ 
ent loose charges made before investigat­ 
ing committees in Washington to this day. 
Tilton's character assassination includ­ 
ed an inuendo that Mise Anthony, cru­ 
sader for women’s suffrage, was not quite 
a lady. Miss Anthony, apparently accus­ 
tomed to such slurs, 
replied not; 
but 
Henry Ward Beecher was said 
to 
be 
ready to sue Tilton for slander.

HIGH COST OF LIVING—Of particular 
interest was the daily quotation on food 
and livestock in the 1874 newspaper. 
At that time eggs were 12 cents a dozen, 
butter sold at 6 cents a pound, and hogs 
at 5 cents per pound. 
While the cost of living, indicated In 
the food prices quoted, does not appear 
to be high, the people nevertheless found 
complaint against their government in 
Washington. 
Taxes were too high, were inequitable, 
and politicians were assailed and defended. 
The South had its economic problems plus 
the “trouble” with the liberated Negroes. 
The Nashville newspaper editor wonders 
why Republicans can not consider reserva­ 
tions for the Negroes as well as reserva­ 
tions for the Indians.

THE 
SPEEDER—And it was in Nash­ 
ville that an 1874 version of today’s hot- 
rodder found himself in trouble with the 
law. 
It was reported that “John Trimble 
tried to make his fiery steed eclipse the 
fastest time on record, to the imminent 
danger of the lives and limbs of our citi- 
■ens,” and the result was a fine of $5 in 
court. 
And in Dubuque, Iowa, two men paid $5 
and costs for “fast 
riding 
through 
the 
streets.” 
So turns the wheel of time and with it 
the problems of humanity—some problems 
new and others old as mankind itself.
